“No, of course not, nobody does. 
That is not the kind of slavery all 
the fuss is about. What is an evil, 
an almost ineradicabie evil it 
seems, are the raids upon peace- 
ful villages in the outlying do- 
mains,” replied the prefect. “And 
then,” he added, “there is a lot of 
deception and trickery even in 
those seemingly normal labor ex- 
changes. The name of such a labor 
exchange in Amharic is ‘manfan- 
gal.’ which means to seduce, to lure 
away by false promises. Young 
women from 15 to 30 years, or 
more usually little girls from eight 
to twelve, are promised that they 
will become concubines or wives 
or that they will occupy some fine 
position in the household of their 
employer. 

“A life of luxury and ease is} 
mirrored before their eyes by pro- 
fessional smooth talkers. The chil- 
dren have lived in penury and 
poverty up to that time and they 
generally fall for the persuasive 
speech of the suaye recruiters 
That's the last their parents ever 
see of them. They are shipped away 
and never return.” 

‘Now the liberated slaves in 
Addis Ababa, those who are free 
now, were they all obtained in a 
similar manner in the old days?” 
I asked next 

“No, they are for the greater 
part prisoners of war or descend- 
ants of pelscnars ot war.’

“From neighboring tribes with 
whom the Addis Ababians, the Am- 
harics as they are called, warred 
incessantly, in the last century 
Formerly the war was the prin- 
cipal source of slaves. ,

battle its aged and crippled were 
disembowled, one-tenth of all the 
movable property was first set 
aside tor the state, whereafter 
the conquering warriors divided 
women, horses, men-slaves, orna- 
ments and money. That was the 
regular procedure.” 

“And Abyssinia was alwsys a 
Christian land, nominally at least?” 

“Certainly,” came back the pre- 
fect, “but very much nominally 
The great disaster of the Abys- 
sinian Christians is that they have 
fallen into the heresy of Dioscore.”

Habits Can Be Changed |cy 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The unconscious mind provides us with a 
valuable service in taking care of routine tasks 
through habit formation, thus freeing the con- 
scious or thinking part of the mind, for other 
work. 

A habit is good when it is such that it saves 
us time or thought and is of a 
constructive nature to the de- 
gree that it is followed by a 
desirable result, or a result 
which gives us satisfaction. 
A habit is not good, when the 
results are undesirable. In 
forming our habits, we pay 
little attention to whether 
they are in the good class or 
not. Whenever you find a 
person who wishes to break 
a habit, you may know that 
the habit has proven undesirable from the 
standpoint of the satisfaction gained. The list 
of habits which we may Wish to break is end- 
less. It is a good plan to take an inventory of 
your habits every six months or so, inspecting 
them to see if they are good: that is, do they 
make you more comfortabie, make you more 
pleasant to others, do they yield a satisfaction 
that meets with your approval? 

When you find any habits which are not 
good, then those are the ones to change. For 
example, you may have formed the habit of 
criticizing others, of losing your temper, or the 
habit of fighting with others. You plainly see 
that these undesirable habits are driving your 
friends away from you. The sensible thing to 
do is to change these habits for others which 
are better. 

In changing your habits, you must first of 
all understand what a habit is and how it is 
built up. Habit of itself has little force or power 
—habit is strong because it is put into action 
by a desire or want. A habit is a mental groove 
or path in your brain and certain impulses 
travel along this path only because you desire 
to carry out some particular action which will 
gain you what you want. You form the habit 
of putting on your shoes because you want 
shoes on your feet. Your conscious mind 
recognizes the desirability of shoes and your 
unconscious carries out the task of getting them 
on your feet. The conscious mind is the gen- 
¢ral who tells the soldiers in the unconscious 
whai to do and they do it. But first, must 
come the desire to wear shoes. You may resr 
assured that before you formed any habit, there 
was something you wanted to get. 

You were striving to attain some kind of 
Satisfaction—-the want or the desire comes first 
and the habitual action comes second. Here we 
find the secret of the formation of habit. To 
form a desirable habit or a good habit you must 
want the satisfaction that the habit will bring 
you. You must want it body and soul, heart 
and mind, earnestly desire it with every wak- 
ing moment and once this fundamental require- 
ment is met, the habit results. 

The easiest and simplest way to change any 
habit is to first change the underlying desire 
You have a certain habit because at some time 
in yeur life you had a want or desire and the 
habit represents the easivst way you found to 
gratify that desire. Unfortunately, we build 
our habits early in life and may not use much 
reason or judgment in our desires. 

Habits can be changed ard the principal rule 
to follow in doing so, is to change the want 
or desire and put some other desire in place 
of it which will yield a greater satisfaction; or 
you may find a way to gratify that want which 
way is in itself a better means to the end de-

sired. 
In future articles I.will discuss in greater 
detail the practical method available to any 


one who wishes to change a habit and will try 
to give you some help concerning the method 
to be used.

ANSWER—Migraine is the name given to 
periodic headaches, which usually occur on only 
one side of the head.

My own experience has shown 
me that migraine headaches may be overcome 
through using the same treatment which 
helpful in the ordinary headache. In some 
cases, colitis, sluggish elimination, or prolapsus 
are present and must be considered contribut- 
ing cause.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1889 Port Hope 
made holiday as it welcomed Sir 
John A. Macdonald and at the 
same time paid tribute to Dur- 


ham county's hero, Col. Arthur 
T. H. Williams. The colonel died, 
as has been told in this column, 
on the Saskatchewan, just as he 
was about to start for home after 
the strenuous campaign in which 
he led his men of the Midland 
Battalion to victory at Batoche. 
The monument was raised by 
public subscription, meaning, in 
this case at least, a fund to which

SIMPLE PLAN FOR PEACE 

Editor Bulletin: With your 
kind permission I would like to 
show that a world war could be 


averted and peace firmly estab+ 
lished if it were not for the ob- 
vious fact that the great nations 
of the world today are ruled by 
the unseen money powers who 
stand behind and control the 
various governments to the detri- 
ment of the people's well-being 
and to the furtherance of their 
own unholy ends. 

Their machinations are made 
easier for them by the political 
leaders and a section of the press 
fosiering a selfish and bigoted 
rationalism and instilling into the 
people’s mind a jingo patriotism 
that breeds contempt for other

It would be an easy matter to

A reciprocity treaty with the United States is being negotiated 
just as gravely and soberly as though the departed parliament 
could rise from the tomb and ratify it.

be accepted as security for loans; that terms of payment will be 
made to accord with the times in which carnings can be realized; 
and that the managed deflation is definitely and completely ended. 


All the political and financial overturn movements would fade 
like mists before the sun. There would be a return of national 
Stability and earning power and purchasing power. 


These things have to be done some time; and the one best time 
is now. Unless done voluntarjly there will sooner or later be a 
doing by overwhelming voting forces, which may tend to get out 
of hand. It will be much easier for the financial forces to eat a 
little crow now, than to wait until they find themselves on a 
permanent and exclusive diet of crow.

RGUING about the relative 
merits of the provinces has be- 
€ome, since the Rotarians drove the 
ribald drummers from the smokers, 
one of the most popuplar methods 
of, killing time yet discovered by 


train-weary travellers. 


The downright inanity of these 
®rguments must, at times, bore even 
the disputants for they invariably 


take one of two basic forms: (a) 
The consideration of minor details, 


such as the size of Toronto, the 


width of Winnipeg streets, good 
roads or the lack of them, suprem- 
acy in sports and the supply of en- 


tertainment and (b) the matching 


of generalities of ridiculous breadth, 
as the friendliness of the west 
against the snobbishness of the east, 
the richness of Ontario and Quebec 
against the poorness of the mari- 
times, the shrewdness of the down- 
easters against the gullibility of the 
westerners and the culture of Que- 
bec against the clodishness of Mani- 
toba. Climate, too and scenery, help 
to keep conversation at the lowest 
possible ebb. 

But unlike the others, this treat- 
ment has a definite beginning and 
a definite end. It was undertaken 
out of pure curiosity to know where, 
in Canada, life is most pleasant, and 
most painful. It has no axe to grind 
and no preconceived ideas to ration- 


alize and is motivated vy the desire | 
to get rid of the argument, once and | 


for all. It takes a dispassionate view 
of the Canadian scene from four 
perspectives—wealth, health, culture 
and morality. Under these headings 
every important contributing factor 
that could be unearthed is consid-

FACED BY DEATH 

On his first streak over the 15- 
mile straightaway Sir Malcolin

the world plane speed mark of 
| 429.833. 

As he hurled past the last meas- 
ured milk flags, death stared him 
}in the face. The left front tire on 
|his fin-tailed Bluebird blew out 
with a noise like a rifle crack. 
| Sir Malcolm was going at a 300 
}mile an hour clip, The big ma- 
jchine swerved slightly off the 
| guide line. 

A quick twist: of the wheel and 
Bluebird was under control, again 
travelling true on the course. 
| Campbell then slowed his car down 
| to a halt. 

“Hurry, boys, hurry,” he told his 
mechanics. ‘We've got to make a 
| quick change or the hour will be
